Rounding tlie far turn Ducliess I^ace and Drummond 
were ra< iiig like a team in closest pursuit of tlie 
flying leader, wlien Drummond droppi'd bai*k beaten 
and the Miller filly had no opposition for second 
place. 

Decidedly keen and exciting finishes marked the 
running of a majority of the other races. Widow 
Bedotte, Whimsy and Col. Murphy winning by nar- 
row margins after hard stretch drives. Pontypridd 
scored a decisive victory in the second race, leading 
by a wide margin throughout. 

Col. Murphy led all the way in the opener, but 
was doing his best at tlie end to withstand the fast 
vUmimg rush of Link Boy. It was even closer in 
the third race, only a nose separating Whimsy from 
.Tyntee after a terrific stretch struggle, the out- 
<M>me of wliich was in doubt until the official 
.placing was announced. 

Again in the fifth Widow Bedotte earned the 
decision by the smallest of margins, witli Queen 
of the Sea suffering at tiie end from a weak rule, 
W’liile in the following race Mother in I..aw, Tit 
for Tat and Little Ed were so tightly bunched 
as they crossed tlie winning line that only the 
judges were able to separate tiiem. 

Before the running of the first race today P.aul 
Powers of Washington purchased at private sale 
the two-year-old Sadie D., and she ran in the 
interests of her new owner in that race. 

A cold, raw wind swept the course toda.v, which 
made winter wearing apparel a necessity for com- 
fort, but despite tlie disagreeable conditions a 
large crowd was in attendance and the track was 
fast.

in the $50.00<) Ijiitonia ('hampionsliip Stakes, arrived 
Jiere today. Six h<Tses wmprise the “copper 
king’s’* ra« ing establishment here, then* being, in 
addition to Sway. IMctor, Bringhurst and three 
yearlings. Trainer George Barms, who is curing 
for the Clark liorscs, said that they all made the 
long trip in fim* lumlition, and while tliey were de- 
layed at Louisville iH'tause of u shortage of express 
liorse cars tliey had a fast trip once tliey got under 
way . 

Three of Milo Sliiidds’ racers came in the same ear 
witli tlie Clark horses. Tliey were laicky B., win- 
ner of the New Year’s Handicap at the Fair (Tnuinds 
lust winter; Korbly and Jim Heffering. Both of 
thest* stables took quarters at the Fair (iroiinds, 
but it is the plan of the two trainers to race tlicir 
older charges at tiie Jefferson Park meeting. 

1'liere was again plenty of activity at botli of 
tlie local tracks tmlay and the two i-ourses were un- 
usually fast. So hard was the Jefferson plant 
tliat truck siiiMTintendeiit Rouprlch found it neces- 
sary to cut it up a bit with harrows. As the horses 
keep working over it, liowever, it is gradually 
actiuiriiig a helpful cushion on it. Tlie thorough - 
brcilH are beginning to run along a little faster 
each day as the o|>eniug date of tlie Jefferson Park 
meeting approaches.

SIR BARTON AND OTHER CELEBRITIES 

Dispatches from Lexington announce that the famous sire Star Shoot died of pneumonia 
at John E. Madden’s Hamburg Place at 1 ;45 p. m. yesterday. 

Star Shoot was considered about the best of his year when a two-year-old in England 
in 1900, but was injured and could do nothing effective when a three-year-old, starting twice 
and running unplaced on both occasions. He was sold at that age for export to this coun- 
try. A grandly-bred young horse and a son of one of the greatest race horses that ever 
wore a bridle. Star Shoot was acquired by John E. Madden and has long reigned as the 
premier sire of his wddely known Hamburg Place Stud. There he was given the pick of 
that establishment’s wonderful band of carefully selected brood mares, the preference being 
fully justified by results. He has sent into American racing scores of fleet, hardy and en- 
during racers of both sexes, and in the long run is bound to exert a profound influence on our 
bloodstock breeding. Including this year Star Shoot has been five times the premier sire of 
the United States, to match which record one has to go as far back as the days when Glenelg 
was also five times the leader. It is one of the singularities of his stud career that by far the 
best racer he has ever sired — Sir Barton — made its appearance when Star Shoot was blind and 
in old age, as horse life goes. He was foaled in 1898, and bred by Captain Eustace Loder 
as the result of mating the Hermit mare Astrology with the mighty Isinglass. 

The first of Star Shoot’s progeny appeared in our racing in 1905, and including that year 
the tabulation following shows what his big and steadily growing family has done in Ameri- 
can racing up to and including November 1. It is a wonderful record:

$10,000, oii« of tho principal races of the season 
ill Brazil, was run October 12 at Rio de Janeiro 
and was won by a colt named Kiteliener, by Novelty 
— lUvalite. The colt was bred by Seiior de Paula 
Machado, the president of tlie Brazilian Turf Club, 
who is now in Frani'e on a mission for liis govern- 
ment, and a regular patron of the Paris race meet- 
ings. Rivalite is a French -bred mare and Novelty, 
Kitchener’s sire, is an American horse, the best of 
liis two-year-old year, 1910. Novelty was sent 
to France in 1912, wliere he now is, and Rivalite 
was probably bred to liim before importation. Nov- i 
elty is now eleven years old, by Kingston — Curiosity, j 
by Pink Doiuino. Sam Hildretli raced liiin in 1910, 
after lie liad won for John ’Madden, from whom 
Hildreth bought him. Altogether, Novelty ran six- 
teen tiincK that year and won ten of his races, nine 
out of his last ten races, among tlieni the Futurity, 
Rensselaer Handicap, Hopeful .Stakes, Two-Year- 
OH Special ami Saratoga Special. His season’s 

winnings in 1910 were $72,(130. In 1911 Novelty 
won four out of five races, purses only, and was 
“done’’ as a rac*e horse through bad legs and when 
the eastern racing slump came lie was sold to 
France. Altogether in this country lie had won 
fourteen out of twenty -one races and $74,475.

J. K. Vanderbilt, with His 
Trainer and Jockey, Arrives 
from Prance. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., November 19.— If Mr. Gif- 
ford A. (’(K-hran is not now tlie ownier of the cele- 
brated stallion Fair Play, the fifteen-year-old son 
of Hastings — Fairy Gold, in oil probability he will 
Ik* ill a few’ days, unless present negotiations fall 
through. .Tlie price for Fair Play is $109,000, with 
the condition that he remain in Kentucky and tliat 
Major Belmont retain the privilege of his service 
for ten mares each year for three years, which is 
equivalent to $30,000, the stud fee of Fair Play 
being $1,000. While the change of. ownership has 
not yet transpired, it s only a question of con- 
ditions, Die price being satisfactory. 

Fair Play is the* sire of the champion two-year- 
old Man o’ War, the winner of nine out of ten 
races tills year, as well as the sire of many other 
notable horses, including Mad Hatter, Stromboli 
and otlier stake winners. Last year’s records do 
not sliow’ Fair Play w’ell up on the list of leading 
sires, but this year he is a close second to Star 
Shoot, mainly through the efforts of Man o’ War 
and Mad Hatter. 

When racing Fair Play just happened the same 
year as did the undefeated Colin. In every race 
they met Colin beat him, both as a two. and three- 
year-old, but Fair Play was probably the best of 
the others of that period, and in any other year 
would no doubt have been considered one of the 
great horses of the American turf, 
j Entries for tlie Westchester stakes, which close 
tomwrow, are coming in about as usual, according 
to official count. “We expect to be a trifle 
short.’’ said secretary Earlocker, “owing to the 
presence of Man o’ War in the three-year-old 
and three-year-old and over evUnts, but the nomi- 
nations are not falling off nearly as much as 
anticipated.’* 

Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt, his trainer, William 
Duke, and his jockey, Frank O’Neill, are expected 
here late this evening on tlie steamship La France. 
The La France is one day late. Trainer and jockey 
come here on a vacation and to si>end the winter 
liolidays at their homes. NeitlK'r Duke or O’Neill 
have been here for several years, though Mr. Van- 
derbilt was home at intervals during the war. All 
anticipate returiing in time for the spring raciug 
season in France. 

F. R. HITCHCOCK BACK FROM FRANCE. 

Mr. Frank Hitchcock, one of the stewards of the 
Jockey Club, Is back from France and was in at- 
tendance at tlie Jockey Club meeting yesterday. He 
was away about two months looking over liis racing 
property and interests in France. He has th«‘e 
Iiorses in training there and has already won thr^e 
races. Mr. Hitchcock reports things are gradually 
resuming normal conditions in a racing way, with 
future prospects quite bright; I ‘ . i 

A Stud Book, issued under the auspices of tlie 
breeding bureau of the Jockey Club, for half-breeds 
has been opened so tiiut foals sired by thorough- 
bred stallions, but not themselves eligible to regis- 
tration us thoroughbreds may Ik* n*gistered and u 
n*eord kept of them.

Avon, Livingston 
County, N. Y. The value of this half-breil foal 
registration lies in tlie faet that hereafter the 
pun-liusir of any half-bre<l foaled in 1919 or later 
will really know wliat he is buying when tho 
I>erson offering the horse for sale can produce the 
eertificate of registration. In the past it has too 
oft(*n liappened tiiat an animal has been accredited 
to a stallion Avhich in fact was not its sire.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



WASHINGTON, D. C., November 19.— Speaking 
with the authority of President Wilson’s cabinet. 
Fuel Administrator Garfield told representatives of 
the bituminous coal oiverators and miners here to- 
day that “the people of the United States need, 
must have and will have coal.’’ and as long as the 
government stands they will not be prevented from 
getting it by “anything the operators or miners 
may do.’* Dr. Garfield explained that his purpose 
was to furnish the conference with the data which 
he would use in determining what wage advances, 
if any, agreed to by the operators and miners could 
be borne properly by the public. 

ROME, Italy, November 19.— Latest reports indi- 
cate the Ck)n8titutionall8ts w'on 300 seats in the 
Chamber of Deputies in the recent election, the 
Socialists 120 and the Catholics ninety. In this 
city there were elected four Catholics, four Min- 
isterialists, four Socialists and one each by the 
Nationalist, Republican and Independent Liberal 
parties. 

PARIS, France, November 10. — The American del- 
egation to the peace conference will sail for home 
on December 5 or 6, it was learned today. The 
British delegation will iNrobably leave about ’ the 
same time, altliough no official announcement has 
been made. The American delegates will sail on 
the transport America from Brest. 

STU.\8BOURG, November 18 (Delayed.)— Five 
thousand Alsatians were arrested and interned by 
German authorities during the w’ar, and announce- 
ment is made that the German government has 
jpledged itself to pay to France an indemnity of 
23,000,000 francs in reparation. 

BOSTON, Mass., November 19. — The United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals today issued an order stay- 
ing execution of the prelimiuarv iniim*-tion granted 
by Judge Arthur L. Brown, restraining federal 
officials in Rhode Island from enforcing the Vol- 
stead prohibition act. 

OMAHA, Neb., November 19.-^The special grand 
Jury investigating the courthouse riots September 
28, reporting today, after returning 120 indictments, 
mostly in connection with the riot, said the cause 
of the riot was crimes against women and undue 
criticisms of public officials. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 19.— The Lodge 
resolution ratifying the peace treaty, with the com- 
mittee reservations, was defeated in the Senate.
